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HIGHLIGHTS 


From  2000  to  2004... 

• There  were  37,447  lost-time  claims  from  workers  in  the  Manufacturing,  Processing 
and  Packaging  industries.  Of  those,  34.6%  involved  Primary  Metal  (especially  steel) 
Products,  16.9%  Wood  Products,  and  14.6%  Meat,  Hides  and  Pelt  Products. 

• Sprains,  strains  and  tears  were  the  most  common  nature  of  injury,  accounting  for 
41.4%  of  the  total  lost-time  claims. 

• The  trunk  was  the  most  common  body  part  injured,  accounting  for  over  one-third  of 
the  total  claims. 

• Incident  types  involving  overexertion  or  being  struck  by  objects  accounted  for 
38.7%  of  all  claims. 

• Workers  aged  between  25  and  44  years  accounted  for  57.4%  of  lost-time  claims. 

• Claims  requiring  between  one  and  five  days  off  work  accounted  for  43.4%  of  all 
injuries  or  diseases. 

In  2004... 

• The  Workers’  Compensation  Board  (WCB)  - Alberta  accepted  6,532  lost-time 
claims  from  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  workers,  representing  18.6% 
of  all  lost-time  claims  in  the  province. 

• The  lost-time  claim  rate  for  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries 
was  3.6  per  100  person-years,  the  lowest  rate  achieved  over  the  last  five  years.  The 
2004  provincial  lost-time  claim  rate  was  2.6  per  100  person-years. 

• The  duration  rate  for  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries  was 
64  days  lost  per  1 00  person-years,  slightly  lower  than  the  provincial  duration  rate  of 
65. 

• The  Gases,  Fertilizer  and  Petrochemical  - Refining  and  Manufacturing  sub-sector 
had  the  lowest  lost-time  claim  rate  of  all  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging 
sub-sectors  at  0.7  per  100  person-years.  Meat,  Hides  and  Pelt  Products  had  the 
highest  lost-time  claim  rate  at  7.5  per  100  person-years. 
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• Employers  with  20  to  39  person-years  had  the  highest  lost-time  claim  rate  at  4.4  per 
100  person-years. 

• Less  than  five  percent  of  employers  in  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging 
industries  had  a valid  Certificate  of  Recognition  (COR). 

• The  WCB  accepted  16  occupational  fatalities  for  compensation  in  the 
Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries,  representing  12.9%  of  all 
workplace  fatalities  accepted  in  Alberta. 
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INTRODUCTION

Occupational  Injuries  and  Diseases  in  Manufacturing,  Processing 
and  Packaging  Industries  2000  to  2004 

Each  year,  AHRE  prepares  a report  on  the  occupational  injuries  and  diseases  in  the 
Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries.  The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to 
provide  government,  employers,  workers,  and  health  and  safety  professionals  in  the 
Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries  with  information  about  key  health 
and  safety  issues. 

This  report  includes: 

• An  estimation  of  the  risk  of  injury  or  disease  (lost-time  claim  rate)  in  addition  to 
general  descriptive  information  about  incidents  and  injured  workers. 

• The  number  of  employers  that  earned  a Certificate  of  Recognition  (COR). 

• Occupational  fatalities  accepted  by  the  WCB  for  compensation  and  fatality  rates  for 
the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries. 
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Notes  about  this  report: 

• While  this  report  focuses  on  2004  data,  information  for  2000  to  2003  is  also 
provided  for  comparison. 

• The  lost-time  claim  rate  based  on  a few  person-years  is  too  volatile  to  make  a valid 
comparison;  therefore  the  lost-time  claim  rate  is  not  calculated  when  there  are  fewer 
than  40  person-years. 

• Duration  rate  is  highly  unstable  when  based  on  a few  lost-time  claims.  Duration  rate 
is  not  calculated  when  there  are  fewer  than  30  lost-time  claims. 

• Percentages  may  not  add  up  to  100  because  of  rounding. 

• Terms,  definitions  and  formulas  are  described  in  Appendix  A.  Industry  codes  are 
listed  in  Appendix  B. 
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LOST-TIME  CLAIM  RATE 
AND  DURATION  RATE 


The  lost-time  claim  rate’  represents  the  probability  or 
risk  of  a disabling  injury  or  disease  to  a worker  during  a 
period  of  one  year.  The  2004  lost-time  claim  rate  for  the 
Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries 
was  3.6  per  100  person-years. 

In  2004,  there  were  6,532  lost-time  claims  in  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and 
Packaging  industries,  representing  18.6%  of  the  total  lost-time  claims  in  the  province. 
The  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries’  lost-time  claim  rate  was  3.6 
per  100  person-years,  a decrease  of  7.7%  from  2003  and  the  lowest  rate  over  the  last  five 
years  (see  Table  2.0).  The  2003  provincial  lost-time  claim  rate  was  2.9  per  100  person- 
years.  The  lost-time  claim  rate  of  3.6  per  100  person-years  translates  to  18  lost-time 
claims  per  million  hours  worked. 

The  duration  rate  is  intended  to  show  the  severity  of  the  effects  of  occupational  injury 
and  disease  as  reflected  by  the  number  of  days  off  work  per  100  person-years.  In  2004, 
the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries  had  a duration  rate  of  64,  the 
lowest  during  the  last  five  years  and  slightly  lower  than  the  provincial  duration  rate  of 
65.

Between  2000  and  2004,  there  were  37,447  lost-time  claims  in  the  Manufacturing, 
Processing  and  Packaging  industries.  The  Primary  Metal  (especially  steel)  Products  sub- 
sector accounted  for  over  one-third  of  total  lost-time  claims,  followed  by  the  Wood 
Products  sub-sector  at  16.9%.  The  Gases,  Fertilizer  and  Petrochemical  - Refining  and 
Manufacturing  sub-sector  had  the  fewest  lost-time  claims  at  0.9%  (see  Chart  2.0).

In  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries,  employers  with  20  to  39 
person-years  had  the  highest  lost-time  claim  rate  at  4.4,  followed  by  employers  with  1 0 
to  19  person-years  at  4. 1 . Employers  with  less  than  10  person-years  had  the  lowest  lost- 
time claim  rate  at  3.2  (see  Table  2. 1).  For  the  province,  employers  with  20  to  39  and  40 
to  99  person-years  had  the  highest  lost-time  claim  rate  while  employers  with  less  than  1 0 
person-years  had  the  lowest.

In  2004,  the  Gases,  Fertilizer  and  Petrochemical  - Refining  and  Manufacturing  lost-time 
claim  rate  was  0.7  per  100  person-years,  the  lowest  rate  of  all  sub-sectors  in  the 
Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries.  The  duration  rate  decreased  by 
20.0%  to  eight  days  lost  per  100  person-years  in  2004  (see  Table  2.2J).

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2.2K  Plastic  Products 

The  lost-time  claim  rate  for  Plastic  Products  was  3.9  per  100  person-years  in  2004,  a 
7.1%  decrease  from  2003  and  the  lowest  rate  over  the  last  five  years.  The  duration  rate 
was  6 1 days  lost  per  1 00  person-years,  also  the  lowest  rate  in  the  past  five  years  and  a 
24.7%  reduction  from  2003  (see  Table  2.2K).

Overexertion  was  the  most  common  cause  for  lost-time 
claims  in  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging 
industries.  Sprains,  strains  and  tears  continued  to  be 
the  leading  nature  of  injury  with  the  trunk  being  the 
most  commonly  injured  body  part. 


This  section  describes  the  characteristics  of  the  injured  workers  and  the  nature  of  their 
injuries  or  diseases.  Tables  are  provided  to  enable  comparisons  of  2004  injuries  and 
diseases  in  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries  with  provincial 
averages  and  trends.  A detailed  explanation  of  the  formulas  for  calculating  the  indicators 
of  the  comparison  tables  is  available  in  Appendix  A. 


In  2004,  four  occupations  accounted  for  26.6%  of  lost-time  claims.  Welders  and  flame 
cutters  had  the  most  claims  at  12.1%,  followed  by  slaughterers,  meat  cutters,  canners, 
curers  and  packers  at  8.6%  (see  Chart  3.1  A).

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3.2  Nature  of  Injury  or  Disease 

The  nature  of  injury  is  used  to  identify  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  injury  or 
disease.  Between  2000  and  2004,  88.1%  of  lost-time  claims  were  caused  by  traumatic 
injuries  and  disorders.  The  four  most  common  traumatic  injuries  and  disorders  were: 
sprains,  strains  and  tears,  41.4%;  surface  wounds  and  bruises,  14.1%;  open  wounds, 
13.2%;  and  fractures  and  dislocations,  7.9%  (see  fable  3.2A).

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3.3  Part  of  Body  Injured 

Between  2000  and  2004,  the  trunk  was  the  main  injured  body  part,  accounting  for  over 
one-third  of  lost-time  claims  in  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries, 
followed  by  upper  extremities,  at  32.2%  and  lower  extremities  at  16.0%.  The  most 
common  trunk  injury  was  to  the  back,  including  spine  and  spinal  cord,  representing 
23.3%  of  the  total  lost-time  claims  (see  Table  3.3A).

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3.4  Source  of  Injury  or  Disease 

The  source  of  injury  or  disease  describes  the  object  or  substance  that  came  into  contact 
with  the  worker  and  resulted  in  an  injury  or  disease.  Between  2000  and  2004,  two 
primary  sources  of  injury  accounted  for  36.1%  of  total  claims.  Persons,  plants,  animals 
and  minerals  accounted  for  18.9%  and  parts  and  materials,  17.2%  (see  Table  3.4A).

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3.5  Type  of  Event  or  Exposure 

The  type  of  event  or  exposure  describes  the  incident  or  event  that  occurred  at  the  time  of 
the  exposure  that  directly  resulted  in  the  injury  or  disease.  The  two  most  common  types 
of  event  or  exposure  comprising  nearly  three-quarters  of  the  total  lost-time  claims  in  the 
Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries  in  the  last  five  years  are:  bodily 
reaction  and  exertion,  39.3%,  and  contact  with  objects  and  equipment,  34.4%. 

Musculoskeletal  injuries  due  to  overexertion  and  repetitive  motion  accounted  for  28.3% 
of  lost-time  claims  between  2000  and  2004.  Musculoskeletal  injuries  are  injuries  to  a 
worker  of  the  muscles,  tendons,  ligaments,  joints,  nerves,  blood  vessels  or  related  soft 
tissues  that  are  caused  or  aggravated  by  work  and  includes  overexertion  injuries  and 
overuse  injuries6  (see  Table  3.5A).

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In  2004,  overexertion  accounted  for  20.8%  of  all  claims  in  the  Manufacturing, 
Processing  and  Packaging  industries.  This  was  1 .2  times  higher  than  the  average 
percentage  of  injuries  for  this  type  of  event  category  for  the  whole  province.  The 
percentage  of  injuries  due  to  being  rubbed  or  abraded  was  over  three  times  higher  than 
the  provincial  average  (see  Table  3.5B).

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3.6  Duration  of  Disability 

Duration  of  disability8  is  intended  to  reflect  the  severity  of  the  effects  of  occupational 
injury  and  disease  as  reflected  by  the  number  of  days  off  work.  However,  the  efforts  of 
employers  to  introduce  modified  work  programs  to  integrate  injured  workers  more 
quickly  back  into  the  workforce  can  have  a positive  impact  on  workdays  lost. 

Between  2000  and  2004,  claims  with  duration  of  disability  between  one  and  five  days 
accounted  for  43.4%  of  all  claims,  followed  by  six  to  ten  days  at  13.7%.  Lost-time 
claims  resulting  in  51  days  or  more  lost  accounted  for  12.4%  of  all  claims  in  the  past 
five  years  (see  Table  3.6A).

The  duration  of  disability  refers  to  the  length  of  time,  in  days,  for  which  the  worker  receives  wage  compensation  from  the  WCB. 
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In  2004,  claims  with  one  to  five  days  duration  of  disability  accounted  for  42.7%  of  all 
claims  in  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries.  This  was  1.6  times 
higher  than  the  average  percentage  of  injuries  for  claims  of  this  duration  for  the  whole 
province.  Percentages  of  injuries  in  all  duration  categories  were  equal  to  or  higher  than 
the  provincial  average  except  claims  of  51  days  or  more  in  duration  (see  Table  3.6B).

RECOGNITION  EMPLOYERS 


A Certificate  of  Recognition  (COR)  is  given  to 
employers  who  develop  health  and  safety  programs 
that  meet  established  standards.  Certificates  are  issued 
by  Certifying  Partners  and  are  co-signed  by  AHRE10. 

In  2004,  4.7%  of  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries’  employers  were 
COR  holders.  These  employers  represented  39.3%  of  the  total  person-years  in  the 
Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries.  The  Gases,  Fertilizer  and  Petro- 
chemical - Refining  and  Manufacturing  sub-sector  had  the  highest  proportion  of  COR 
holders  at  16.3%,  representing  52.1%  of  all  person-years  in  this  sub-sector.  Nearly 
seventy  percent  of  all  person-years  in  the  Wood  Products  sub-sector  were  employed  by 
COR  holders  (see  Table  4.0).

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Between  2003  and  2004,  employers  with  a valid  COR  experienced  greater  decreases  in 
their  lost-time  claim  rates  than  non-COR  holders.  In  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and 
Packaging  industries,  the  lost-time  claim  rate  for  COR  holders  decreased  by  9.3%,  while 
the  rate  for  non-COR  holders  decreased  by  7.9%.  For  the  province,  both  employers  with 
a valid  COR  and  non-COR  holders  experienced  a 10.3%  reduction  in  their  lost-time 
claim  rates  (see  Table  4.1).

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OCCUPATIONAL  FATALITIES 


In  2004  the  WCB  accepted  16  fatalities  in  the 
Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries, 
accounting  for  12.9%  of  all  124  fatalities  in  the  province. 

An  occupational  fatality  is  defined  as  the  death  of  a worker  that  results  from  a work- 
related  event  or  exposure.  Beginning  with  this  year’s  report,  all  fatalities  will  be 
classified  by  type  based  on  the  WCB  classification  standards.  In  previous  years, 
fatalities  by  type  had  been  classified  by  Alberta  Human  Resources  and  Employment 
(AHRE).  For  this  reason,  fatalities  by  type  statistics  in  this  report  may  differ  slightly 
from  numbers  presented  in  previous  reports.  The  WCB  classifies  occupational  fatalities 
into  three  general  types: 

Motor  Vehicle  Incidents 

Motor  vehicle  incidents  typically  involve  non-industrial  vehicles  operating  on  public 
roads  in  which  the  fatally  injured  worker  is  either  the  driver  or  a passenger.  This  type  of 
occupational  fatality  also  includes  cases  involving  aircraft  crashes,  train  crashes, 
helicopter  crashes  and  water  vehicle  crashes.  In  2004,  12.5%  of  the  Manufacturing, 
Processing  and  Packaging  fatalities  accepted  by  WCB  were  motor  vehicle  incidents 
(see  Table  5.0). 

Workplace  Incidents 

Workplace  incidents  consist  of  cases  in  which  the  worker  died  at  a worksite  or  as  a 
result  of  injuries  sustained  at  a worksite.  This  is  the  type  of  fatality  that  AHRE  typically 
investigates.  In  2004,  37.5%  of  the  Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  fatalities 
accepted  by  WCB  were  workplace  incidents  (see  Table  5.0). 

Occupational  Disease 

Occupational  disease  fatalities  consist  mostly  of  recognized  occupational  disease,  that  is, 
disease  known  to  be  primarily  or  exclusively  work-related.  This  category  also  includes 
heart  attacks  suffered  on  the  job.  Occupational  diseases  are  frequently  diagnosed  several 
years  after  the  initial  or  crucial  exposure  to  the  toxic  substance  and  in  such  cases,  it  is 
difficult  to  determine  when  the  fatal  exposure  occurred.  The  occupational  disease 
categojy,  therefore,  should  not  be  interpreted  to  reflect  present  worksite  hazardous 
conditions  or  exposures.

Each  year  the  WCB  accepts  some  occupational  fatality  claims  for  compensation. 
Occupational  fatality  claims  that  were  accepted  in  a particular  year  may  include  fatalities 
from  prior  years.  In  2004,  half  of  all  fatalities  accepted  by  the  WCB  in  the 
Manufacturing,  Processing  and  Packaging  industries  were  occupational  disease  incidents 

(see  Table  5.0).

The  fatality  rate  is  calculated  by  dividing  the  number  of  accepted  fatalities  in  the  year  by 
the  number  of  person-years  in  that  year.  The  result  is  expressed  as  “per  million  person- 
years.”  The  2004  fatality  rate  was  88  per  million  person-years,  an  increase  of  10.0% 
from  2003  (see  Chart  5.0).

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APPENDIX  A:  TERMS, 
DEFINITIONS  AND  FORMULAS 


Lost-Time  Claim  A lost-time  claim  (LTC)  is  a claim  for  an  occupational  injury  or  disease 
which  disables  the  worker  beyond  the  day  of  injury.  Included  are  claims 
for  which  wages  compensation  are  paid,  permanent  disability  claims, 
fatalities  and  cases  in  which  the  injured  worker  is  assigned  light  duties  or 
other  modified  work  upon  return  to  work  from  time  lost  due  to  injury. 


Person-Years  Person-Year  estimates  are  calculated  from  wage  and  payroll  data  provided 
by  account  holders  to  the  WCB.  Alberta  Human  Resources  and 
Employment  uses  this  data  to  estimate  an  average  industry  wage  and  uses 
the  average  industry  wage  and  employer  payroll  data  to  estimate  person- 
years  for  each  employer  and  each  industry.  One  person-year  is  equivalent 
to  one  full-time  worker  working  for  one  year  and  can  be  assumed  to  equal 
2,000  hours  worked. 

LTC  Rate  The  lost-time  claim  (LTC)  rate  is  calculated  by  dividing  the  number  of 

lost-time  claims  by  the  person-year  estimate  and  multiplying  the  result  by 
100.  The  LTC  rate  represents  the  probability  or  risk  of  disabling  injury  or 
disease  to  a worker  during  a period  of  one-year  work.  Comparisons  of  LTC 
rates  between  industries  or  between  years  can  be  used  to  indicate  increases, 
decreases  or  differences  in  this  risk.

Duration  The  duration  of  disability  is  the  number  of  days  following  the  injury  or 

(Days  Lost)  disease  for  which  the  worker  was  disabled  and  unable  to  perform  normal 

work  duties.  This  information  is  obtained  for  this  report  from  data  on 
compensation  days  paid  on  each  claim  from  WCB.  Alberta  Human 
Resources  and  Employment  obtains  this  data  on  March  31  of  the  year 
following  the  claim  year  and  does  not  update  the  information,  even  though 
many  injured  workers  continue  to  be  disabled  beyond  this  date.  As  a result, 
the  duration  information  reported  here  underestimates  the  true  impact  of 
lost-time  injury  and  disease. 

Duration  Rate  The  duration  rate  is  calculated  by  dividing  the  number  of  workdays  lost 
(disability  days)  by  the  person-year  estimate,  and  multiplying  by  100.  The 
result  is  expressed  as  days  lost  per  100  person-years  and  indicates,  in  part, 
the  economic  impact  of  occupational  injury  and  disease.  Duration  rates  are 
not  recommended  as  reliable  indicators  of  full  economic  cost.  In  addition, 
readers  are  warned  that  duration  rates  are  highly  unstable  when  based  on 
only  a few  lost-time  claims;  it  is  recommended  that  the  duration  rate  not  be 
calculated  based  upon  fewer  than  30  lost-time  claims.

Compensation  cost  of  a claim  is  the  reimbursement  of  full  or  partial  lost 
wages  that  a worker  received  from  the  WCB  due  to  occupational  illness  or 
injury. 

An  occupational  fatality  is  the  death  of  a worker  which  resulted  from  a 
work-related  incident  or  exposure  and  which  has  been  accepted  by  the 
WCB  for  compensation.  A fatality  is  counted  in  the  year  it  is  accepted. 


The  fatality  rate  is  calculated  by  dividing  the  number  of  accepted  fatalities 
by  the  person-years  estimate  and  multiplying  the  result  by  one  million.  The 
result  is  expressed  as  fatalities  per  million  person-years.  Fatalities  that  are 
found  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Government  of  Canada  are  excluded 
before  the  calculation  of  the  fatality  rate.

The  number  of  times  higher/lower  than  the  provincial  average  is  used  to 
compare  the  performance  of  the  industries  with  the  province  regarding 
specific  injury  or  disease.  A number  less  than  one  indicates  that  the  injury 
of  the  industries  is  lower  than  the  provincial  average;  if  equal  to  one  it 
indicates  the  injury  of  the  industries  is  the  same  as  the  provincial  average 
and  a number  greater  than  one  indicates  that  the  injury  of  the  industries  is 
higher  than  the  provincial  average.
